was to end slavery. “The South 
allowed itself to be maneuvered 
into a defense of the evil of slav- 
ery and destruction followed. 


The various movements of to 
day, the sit-ins, the freedom rid- 


ers, and the moves for equal cit- 


izenship, which the Constitution 


‘and the statutes provide, are not 


going away until the admitted 
injustices are removed. 


This, in essence, is the South's 
dilemma. 

It is a new situation which a 
great many persons find diffi- 
cult to accept. They are further 
confused by captive Southern 
politicians, who have so long 
preached and supported defiance 
of federal courts and laws they 
are again deliberately deceiving 
the people who, whatever their 
passions, «esperately need to 
know the facts. 


Danger - 

A good many Southern leaders 
are saying, for example, that 
the socalled freedom riders are 
provoking the riots, that if they 
would stay away, all would be 
well. 


Still others assert that this is | 


communism. Here is a danger. 
These persons do not mean to 
be servants of communism. But 
they are. If we begin to say that 
because a Negro citizen seeks to 
use the rights of his citizenship he 
is a Communist, or Communists 
are inspiring him, then indeed 
will we be serving Moscow. 


The Communists will certainly 
seek to exploit these movements. 
They would like nothing better 
than to be able to demonstrate 
that the South and the United 
States do deny rights to the Negro 
citizen which the Constitution and 
the courts say exist. 


Let us be honest with ourselves. | 


Does the Negro in this country, 
North or South, need a Commu- 
nist to tell him that he is in many 
places denied access to the bal- 
lot; that his government tells him 
he has a right to an equal share 
in public education, but some 


states and communities deny it; | 


that he can travel on a desegre- 
gated bus, but that some places 
refuse him. For our own sake let 
us face our problem honestly. 


_ Shall we deceive ourselves by 
saying this is communism? Com- 
munism is an ever-present danh- 
ger. But we should not serve it 
by saying equal rights of citizen- 
ship is communism. 


Civil Rights 

“Civil rights’ are defined by 
Webster’s New World Dictionary 
as “those rights guaranteed to the 
individual by the 13th and 14th 
Amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States and by certain 
other acts of Congress; exemption 
from involuntary servitude and 
equal treatment of all people with 
respect to the enjoyment of life, 
liberty, and property, and to the 
protection of law.”

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School Bill Clears 
One More Hurdle 


Passage of the federal school-aid bill 
by the Senate now seems assured in spite 
of prolonged debate and varioug and sun- 
dry roadblocks. Its membership firmly 
has rejected the most serious of these in 
voting down segregation or antisegrega- 
tion amendments of any kind. 

First came attempts to prohibit the 
government from withholding funds from 
segregated schools. Next amendments 
were offered to withhold them. Defeat of 
efforts to reintroduce the parochial school 
controversy thus moves the bill nearer to 
passage. 

A replay of Senate debates and ma- 
neuvers may be expected in the House 
of Representatives, where passage re- 
mains in doubt though prospects are im- 
proving. Administration assurances that 
federal aid means help to the states and 
not control of schools are clear enough. 
The desegregation problem is for the 
courts and has no place in the school-aid 
bill. That will be so with or without fed- 
eral aid to education. 

It should be pointed out again that 
the South, including Georgia, needs this 
aid urgently. Southern states will gain 
more proportionately than those of any 
other section. If the region ever is to pull 
itself up to a level with the rest of the 
nation, education is the prime ingredient,

Recession Is Ending; 
Growth Problem Isn’t

The dramatic upsurge in the national 
economy is most encouraging and the ex- 
perts say it will continue. But the clearly 
indicated optimism must be tempered by 
long-range considerations affecting eco- 
nomic growth and our competitive po- 
sition in world markets. 

Undersecretary of Commerce Edward 
Gudeman, noting the recovery in a speech 
here yesterday, warned of these long- 
range problems and of negative methods 
of meeting them. Our economy should 
grow at a rate of 3.5 per cent per year, 
he declared, yet our real gross national 
product has been rising at roughly 2 per 
cent a year. 

This compares with a growth rate in 
Western Europe of more than 4 per cent 
and in Japan of 7 per cent. There is less 
momentum in the U.S. economy with a 
result that chronic unemployment stays. 

We must compete, said Mr. Gudeman. 
Fear and resistance to automation and a 
return to protectionism are not the 
answers. Lagging economic growth re- 
quires more automation, not less, and 
modernization of plants to maintain jobs 
and create new ones. 

At a time when we must meet grow- 
ing competition, attention to preparing 
ourselves for it is in order now.

GI Benefits No Reward 
When Almost All Serve 


There is no question that the GI Bill 
of Rights has meant much to this coun- 
try in the past decade and a half. 

It has more than paid for itself by in- 
creasing home and farm ownership and 
increasing veterans’ earning capabilities 
by sending them to school. 

That point, aside, the benefits can 
well be defended as a proper reward for 
men and women who served their coun- 
try during the Korean War and World 
War II. 

But a question arises when it is pro- 
posed (as it is now) that GI benefits go 
to all who serve in the armed services 
during peace time. 

Serving a short period in one of the 
armed forces is no longer an interruption 
of a youth’s normal schedule. It is rou- 
tine. Seventy per cent of draft-age men 
serve. They can plan on it in advance. 

While it might still be desirable to 
reward that service, it is doubtful that a 
reward for which almost everyone is eli- 
gible is economically wise. It is doubtful 
that benefits given for the fulfillment of 
an obligation that is met by almost every- 
one can really be considered a reward.

If the first Governor’s Conference on Trade 
and Commerce produces action programs to 
coincide with the splendid information’ and dis-

fied success. Certainly there 
was a sober realization of 
problems and no effort was 
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investment in millions and which spends about 
30 million dollars a year in the state.

But Not Tractors 


In Cuba, right after Castro’s first visit to 
the United States, they were telling a story which 


everybody laughed at, but which no one believed =~ — 

It went like this: Castro awpke one night in his hotel room to find a 
beautiful lady bending over his bed. ‘‘Fidel,”’ she breathed softly, “I 
wish to serve the revolution. What do you want of me?”’ 


Fidel, the story goes, sat up in 
bed with his whiskers flying. 

“Tractors,”’ he bellowed, ‘“‘trac- 
tors, seeds and fertilizers.” 

After Castro’s weird proposal 
to trade prisoners for tractors, 
this strange little jest takes on 
some semblance of possible truth. 
The man’s wildly erratic mind 
seems fixed on tractors and heavy 
machinery as a symbol of nation- 
hood. No sooner had he come vic- 
toriously down out of the moun- 
tains than he began to plead with 
the people to buy tractors fur the 
revolution. Within a year, the re- 
sponse had been fantastic. In front 
of nearly every shop and store in 
Havana and in little towns all 
over Cuba, some piece of farm 
machinery sat, carrying a big 
sign that the loyal shoe work- 
ers, or the bank clerks, or what 
not, had contributed their pesos 
to buy these things as a gift to the 
agrarian reform. Some of them 
were already getting rusty out 
in the weather, uncovered and un- 
used. 

There were, according ‘to the 
government’s figures, more than 
2,000 of these gift machines at the 
time I was there—not including 
the thousands more that had 
been confiscated from their own- 
ers. 

The question naturally arises, 


what became of these machines 
that people had bought with their 
hard-earned pesos? The most 
likely answer is that they are 
rusting somewhere in a cane field, 
wrecked by some inexperienced 
campesino who's never driven 
anything but a bullock cart before. 

The fact that Castro needs 
them, and is trying to swap hu- 
man beings for them, is an indica- 
tion, too, that though he may be 
getting guns and tanks and planes 
from his Red friends, they are not 
providing him with the things he 
really needs. 

So now he must blackmail us 
into bailing him out, which we, 
in the name of humanity, will do. 

The tragedy lies in the failure 
of our diplomacy in the early days 
of Castro’s reign. He wanted trac- 
tors from us then, medicines and 
doctors, agricultural advice, all 
the help we have lavished on 
other countries. We refused to 
deal with him until he restored 
the property he had expropriated.

Greyhound bus terminal last Sat- 
urday. 


It was revealed that Henley 
until recently had been a re- 
serve police officer here. Assist- 
ant Chief J. R. Eiland said that 
Henley resigned ‘‘a week or 10 
days ago.” 


NBC newsmen Maurice Levy 
and H. W. Risser identified Hen- 
ley as the man who assaulted 
them and destroyed their cameras.

The present $63 million 
program is completely inade- 
quate, as is the $104,000,000 pro- 
gram for the: year beginning July 
1, Ellis has contended. 


Under consideration by Presi- 
dent Kennedy is a $320,000,000 
program for federal aid to states 
and localities for building fall- 
out shelters. 


TAX DEDUCTIONS 


The program is said to include 
income tax deductions to indi- 
viduals and corporations building 
fall-out shelters, funds for identi- 
fying and modifying potential 
shelters in office buildings and 


shelters, and money for shelters 
in federal, state, and local 
government buildings. 


Ellis disclosed the program 
with the President and David E. 
Bell, director of the Bureau of 
the Budget, Monday, and left the 
White House looking pleased. He 
refused to comment Tuesday. 


With $200,000,000 added to the 
Eisenhower proposals, Ellis has 
argued, sufficient fall-out shelter, 
medical and food supplies can 
be mustered to save at least 
30,000,000 additional lives in case 
of all-out attack. 


COULD BOOST NUMBER 

With additional funds, especial- 
ly for surveying existing shelter 
possibilities, this number could 
be raised considerably. 


According to informed officials, 
the nationwide OCDM warning 
network is expected to be trans- 
ferred to Pentagon control. More- 
over, the Pentagon is expected to 
get a stronger role in new joint 
civil-military defense of . policy 
planning, although OCDM is ex- 
pected to retain most of its non- 
warning functions, especially on 
the local level.

The equipment needed is iron 
dumbbells of two and three- 


sports

There are definite exercise 
rules. In working with weights 
you exercise every other day. 
Have a day of rest in between. 
Important: Breathe normally 
throughout each exercise...

Progression: Each week the 
number of times the exercise is 
performed is increased by one 
or two counts. Each exercise 
scheduled for five repetitions is 
increased to six or seven at the 
start of the second week...

ginning of the third week and 
so on up to ten repetitions. At 
that point, the weight of the 
dumbbells may be increased by 
one or two pounds. When the 
weight is increased, the exer- 
cise is repeated five times only 
and the rate of repetition-in- 
crease is commenced all over 
again.

In today’s hand declarer was 
able to make an apparently hope- 
less contract in a somewhat un- 
usual manner by obtaining the 
complete count of the adverse 
holding. While. the distribution 
was not ascertained to a certainty, 
declarer based his belief on the 
conduct of the enemy and was 
rewarded for his sound reasoning. 


East’s double of the opening 
bid of one club was sound pro- 
cedure. South felt that there was 
a strong likelihood of an adverse 
game in one of the majors and, 


of showing his suit, he bid four 
diamonds. West could take no 
voluntary action and North, of 
course, passed because he réal- 
ized his partner did not have a 
good hand. East did not wish to 
give up the hand and doubled 
again. This time the double is 
more or less optional. Whether 
or not West should have bid one 
of his major suits, ‘we are not 
here discussing. It was admittedly 
a difficult guess and West elected 
to pass. 


The two of hearts was opened 
and East won with the king and 
continued with the ace.

You’re one of the few who attended Georgia and coached 
at Tech, and no man has been more popular on both campuses. 
You’re bitterest rivals like you. 


Through the years you never altered your coaching code or 
compromised with principles. When you started a 22-year career 
as head coach and athletic director at Gainesville.High, you stated 
that the most important factor in coaching was attempting to be 
a good influence on the boys you coached. 


You insisted that the game remain a game, a game played be- 
cause the participants enjoyed playing it. Unlike most men in your 
trade, you listed winning as the third plank in your platform. In 
almost four decades as a coach, you never changed. Today you 
still insist that a coach’s No. 1 obligation is to the boys who play 
the game.

Your compatriot, Tonto Coleman, who seems at one time or 
another to have met every coach in the land, says he has never 
met a finer person than Joe Pittard. And that’s a statement that 
many of us endorse wholeheartedly. 


You'll muster your last Tech baseball team for the final time 
Wednesday afternoon at the annual picnic. But, happily, you'll still 
be on the scene at Tech. 


Your won and lost record is respectable, but that doesn’t mat- 
ter. It's how you played the game that counts. And you played it 
as college games should be played.
